Since 1872 the city of Albany has 


pumped the water of the Hudson river 
into its reservoirs and distributed it to its 
consumers without till rat ion. 
The city 


of Troy is eight mile** above. There are, 
if 1 remember right, 60,000 inhabitants in 
1'roy, and 1OO,OIH> inhabitants in Albany. 
Thcv alfljiys hjufl tsphoid fever in Troy, 
generally fiom one lo four deaths a month, 
ull told, and they never have quite the 
same proportion, per thousand inhabit- 
ants, In Albany. Now h^re Is an experi- 
ment on 100,000 persons which has been 
going on for twentv jears, which shows 
that running river?" of reasonable dimen- 
sions do not carry typhoid fever. 


I have made two reports to the city of 


Albanv on this sulyect, and I send you by 
this mail a copy of eiiL'h. You will notice 
that one was nmde in Ib72, while the 
other was mude in 1S85. The whole sub- 
ject la there discussed. 
I have carefully studied this subject; 


have been in the leading bacteriological 
laboratories in Europe; have carefully 
cultivated andstudud the bacteria in my 
own laboratory, and am familiar with all 
that h.ift bceu done in this line. This is 
my opinion. 


If youwiehthe water analyzed I will 


anal} 7^ it with pleasure, aod 1 enijlose my 
price )i*t for this kind of work* ^t prea- 
ent I um not so situated that it would be 
easy for me to make a careful study of 
the bacteria contained in the water in 
order to determine with certainty whether 
there are or are not any tvphoid bacteria 
there, but in my opinion such ao analysis 
Is of no value whatever, and this is the 
opinion which I have fouud to prevail in 
the bacteriological 
laboratories in Eu- 


rope.

J 
am not doing anything on bacteria at 
present, and have no conveniences in my 
laboratory for that kind of work. 
1 gave 


it up because I did not think it was of any 
uae. 
Inasmuch as 100,000 people in Al- 


bany have been drink |ng the Hudson river 
water for twenty years with entire free- 
dom from any sickness In consequence, 
notwithstanding the fact that the city of 
Troy always has some cases nf typhoid 
fever and discharges its drainage into the 
river, eight miles above Albany, I do not 
think any one need have any anxiety on 
this score. 


When you send me a sample I think 


you hud better take It from above the 
dam at the pumping sjation, so that 1 
may have the water in-exactly the con- 
dition In which it is supplied to the town 
before It is altered. 
Please tell your colleagues that I do not 


think there la the slightest danger of 
typhoid fever being communicated to the 
citizens of Bantror by the river water.

For several years part the hydro- 


fraphlc bureau at Washington has been 
trying to acquire tt more intimate knowl- 
edge of the movement* of the waters of 
the ocean, and a great numbet of bot- 
tles, containing; messages and securely 
corked, have been dropped overboard by 
vessels 
Many of these hare floated 


thousands of miles before they were 
picked op, and while some were wnshed 
Upon native and foreign shores others 
hare found their way into the great Sir 
gassosea. 


From the courses taken by these dif 


ferent bottles it hag been found that the 
ocean currents move around tn, of at 
circle, Those which were dropped over 
board on the American coast took a 
northerly course, while those on the 
European side floited toward the sooth 
Bottles dropped overboard in the North 
Atlantic started toward the northeast, 
and those from the African or Spanish 
coast floated almost directly west until 
they reached the West India Islands 
The general directions of the currents 
were thus ascertained, showing that the 
waters acted upon by winds and cur 
rente circulated round and round like a 
pool. 
In all pools floating objects are quick 


ly cast ontelde of the revolving currents 
or they are carried with them in their 
circular route for some tune ontil they 
are washed nearer the center or side of 
the pool. The bottles that were forced 
outside of the currents of the ocean were 
cast upon the shores of some country, 
bat those which were worked toward 
the center eventually found their way in 
the calm waters of the Sargasso sea. 
Here they remain peacefully until 
picked np by some vessel, or nnttl some 
utorm casts them back into the great 
pool 


Vessels very rarely visit the great sea 


in the middle of the ocean, but occa 
Bicnally they are driven tfcere by storms 
or adverse winds. Strange sights meet 
the gaze of the sailors at such times 
Wonderful stories—partly trae and part- 
ly false— have 'been told by sailors re 
turning from a forced trip to the Bar 
gaasosea. The surface of the sea Is cov 
ered with floating wrecks, spars, sea 
weed, boxes, fruits: and a thousand other 
innumerable articles. It is the great re 
pository or storehouse of the ocean, and 
all things -which do not sink to the bot 
torn or are not washed upon the shores 
are carried to this center of the sea 
When one considers the vast number of 
wrecks on the ocean and the quantity of 
floating material that is thrown over 
board, a faint ides of the wreckage in 
the Sargasso sea may be conceived 


Iterelipts or abandoned vessels fre- 


quently disappear in mysterious ways, 
anil no accounts are given of them for 
years by passing vessels. Then sudden- 
ly, years later, they appear again in 
some well traveled route to the astonish 
ment of all 
The wrecks are covered 


with mould and green slime, showing 
the! long, lonesome voyage which they 
have passed through. It is generally 
supposed that such derelicts have been 
swept into the center of the pool and re- 
mained in the Sargasso sea until finally 
cast out by some unusually violent 
storm 


The life in this sea is interesting. Soli 


tarv and alone the acres of waters, cov- 
ered with the debris, stretch out as the 
vast graveyard of the ocean, seldom 
being visited by vessels or human beings. 
Far from all trading routes of vessels, 
the sight of a Mil or steamship 19 
something unusual. The fishes of the 
sea form the chief life of those watery 
solitudes. Attracted by the vast quan- 
tities of wreckage floating in the sea, 
and also by the gulf weed on which many 
of them live, they swarm around in 
great numbers. The smaller fishes live 
in the intricate avenues formed by the 
seaweed, and the more ferocious deni 
lens of the deep come hither to feed up- 
on the quantities of small fish. In this 
way the submarine life of the Sargasso 
sea is mad* interesting and lively. 


The only life overhead ia that made 


by a few sea birds, which occasionally 
reach the solitudes of this midocean 
cemetery. A few of the long flyers of 
the »ir penetrate to the very middle of 
tj|j» ocean, but it is Heir rarely that this 
occurs. Some have been known to fol- 
low vessels across the ocean, keeping at 
a respectful distance from the stern 
Other birds have been swept out to sea 
by storms, and have finally sought ref- 
o*«e in the Sargasso sea. Still others, 
taring refuge on some derelict, have 
beat gradually carried to the same mid 
ooesjik scene. 


Tier* is sufficient food floating on the 


surface or to be obtained from the fishes 
whioh Uv» among the forests of seaweed 
to rapport a large colony of birds. Itis 
imislaml that many of those found in 
the *ea have inhabited those regions for 
year*, partly from choice and partly 
front necessity. Birds swept out there 
by storms would not can to venture the 
long return trip to land, and finding an 
abundance of food and wrecks on which 
to reft and rear their young they might 
easily become contented with their 
(traige lot. Just how far the strong 
winged sea birds can By without resting 
Is afl conjectural, but it is doubtful if 
many of them Would undertake such a 
long Journey seaward with no better 
prospsoti ahead than dreary wastes of 
water.—DetroitFreePress,

INSTINCT IN ANIMALS. r 


*!» Inflneaee Which Vtgn 
Bird! to 


Chance Their Home «Ut tn. SMWHM. 
To the older philosophers instinct was 
a far more wonderf nl thing than it ap- 
paara now.. They assert*^ that all the 
actions of the lower animals were per- 
formed through instinct, jnd explained 
that they possessed thia faculty in lieu 
of intelligence, which was the peculiar 
attribute of man. This wa«, however, 
*oon exploded by the- demonstration of 
the possession of intelligence among 
animals anil of Instinct by man. In- 


, deed the later philosophers have come to 


believe that almost all -he actions1 of 
man are influenced if not controlled by 
instinct alone. 
i 


The tendency to migratiion of certain 


species of animals is plainly referable to 
this hereditary influence! 
Originally, 


no doubt, migration occurred because 
food "was more easily found in one lo- 
cality than in another. The hereditary 
memory, so to speak, pointed out the 
place where more food was to be ob- 
tained with less exertion. 
Gradually 


other surroundings suggested themselves 
as agreeable to the embryo mind, and 
and these, repeated through many gen- 
erations, created that unthinking tend- 
ency toward a particular place or cli- 
mate regardless of its original fitness. 


Almost all our ideas are gained from 


, association, and it is fair to imagine that 
the constant and repeated association of 
a particular locality, with a pleasurable 
sensation—the satiation of hunger, for 
example—would soon identify the sen- 
sation with the place. Then would be 
evolved the sentiment of home, a senti- 
ment which we feel only more keenly 
than the lower animals because it is a i- 
sociated not only with th« place where 
there is something to eat, but because 
of other pleasurable sensations associated 4 
with it, as they are as constantly found 
in the same locality. 


It ia a inistaketo regard theanigrajtory 


instincts of animals aa unerring. Every 
woodsman has observed how a particu- 
lar species of bird will apparently desert 
a certain locality for another for one or 
more seasons. Occasionally this may 
result from choice, but it seems alto- 
gether more probable that tt is from 
some mistake on the par^of the birds 
themselves. Their generally accurate 
course has been deflected by soiae cir- 
cumstance, and they have! maclo their 
homes elsewhere. En the case of strag- 
glers this is particularly marked. They 
rarely succeed in rejoining the main 
body to which they originally belonged, 
and are forced to be content with what- 
ever suitable place may be found. 


Migratory animals and birds are al- 


most always gregarious—that is, they 
live and especially they travel in com- 
pact flocks' or herds. They do this for 
one reason only—that the wisdom of a 
number is greater than that of aiiy one. 
Any error in the route would be detected 
by one or another and thence communi- 
cated to the whole Hook. Once in a 
while they are all mistaken, and then 
some incoming steamer serves as a point 
of rest for the tired little wings, or some 
hitherto unknown country becomes the 
new home of the home seekers. 


But there is much that is very won- 


derful and awo inspiring in the instinct 
that guides them. If indeed it is merely 
the reflex of the memory of long de- 
parted ancestors—if the thoughts as 
well as the sina of the father descend to 
remote generations, what tendencies 
and inclinations are we transmitting to 
our children which may in later genera- 
tions develop to good or evil? Are we 
steering a straight course, like tue old 
gray goose?—Baltimore Sun.

A year ago, 
whan the Influents was prevalent, the 
Carbolic Smoke Ball company in an ad- 
vertisement guaranteed trrnQ-nnity from 
the disease to everybodylwho used the 
remedy three times daily fcor two weeks, 
£100 to be the forfeit. Mrs. Carlill used 
the smoke ball f aithfnlly^or three weeks 
and then tfee epidemic sa: zed her. She 
Bent in her claim for £100, Withe money 
wasn't paid. 


All sorts of excuses were offered. It 


was1 argued *hat the offar was a mere 
device to attract attention, a wager 
vague in its terms, that there was not a 
complete contract, because Mrs. Carlill 
did not notify the company of her nc- 
ceptance of the offer.

onoe. Brires called on him l«t Sunday. 
He said he was not sick, bu'felt queer. 
Dr. Baumann saw him again^h Hopday, 
and thought that the case wmld develop 
into hydrophobia. 
He at once *ent 
Brlegs to the hospital. Dr. J.llecker ex- 
amined BrtgK*, and formed he opinion 
that the diagnosis of Dr Baamann was 
right. Briggs had no fear of he disease; 
in f net, did not even suspect th* terrible 
death by which be was threatened. Be- 
yond a marked degree of nervousness he 
showed no signs of any ailment. He was 
treated with chlural, bromldei and chloral 
hydrate*, which be swallowed, bat with 
diflculty, and by way of experiment he 
was tried with a glass of ; water, at which 
he snapped. Hb breathing became spas- 
modic, and at eight o'clock he was at- 
tacked by convulsions. As It took eight 
men to hold him, be wa* placed In a pad- 
ded room and put In « strait jacket. The 
convulsion* continued at Intervals, despite 
the medicines administered, until four 
o'clock Monday afternoon when he died. 
Drs. Jellecker and Cooney agree that It 
was a case ot hydrophobia
